These likewise are taken over from the plant by Soviet officers for dispatch 
to the USSR, #*** 


3. The Warszawskie Zaklady Mechaniczne i Odlewnie (the Warsaw Engineering Work- 
shops and Foundries) in Warsaw, ul. Grochowska 206/208, are due to start 
regular production early in 1952. Iron castings, mainly for export to the 
USSR, Will be produced; the plant will also overhaul. machinery ineluding 
lathes and drills. There will be approximately 500 workers at the commencement 
of regular production. Technical equipment and installations are of Soviet 
origin. , 


4, The Smelting Workshops R.B. in Zawiercie, ul. Pierackiego, produces caterpillar 
chains, various types of armored plates for tanks and cases for hand grenades 
of the Soviet type F.1. All of this production is sent to the USSR: The 
plant also produces for the home market various kinds of cog-wheels. There 
are between 1,000 and 1,200 workers operating in 3 shifts at the plant.
